Having had the honor of being Onlonel of 
lat io the Imperi:1 Guards of Russia,

I aiwuys piid 
my pariicuiar attention to getting taformation 
abont the cou and toe enemy, and to re-

aneutler message trom him, that tne on 
had isken a position behiad élougu ao 
thick waderhrash, near the moath of Elk 
River, their cannon; that be had attace 
ed them, losing some of bis men killed and

immediately ordered Lieutenant 
Givin of the 18th Obio, to put to his regimea- 
wegons abou’ 150 men, and move aa fast as 
racticsvle to the mouth of the Elk River by 
he Florence road; at the same time I ordere.: 
Lieutenant Ohandier of Loomis’ battery, tw 
send one cannon, under command of Livien- 
ant Colonel Given. [ordered for the expe 
dition the companies of the 18th Oaio agai:

While Dusy wita fitting and sending this ex. 
we as quickly as possible, I ordered

Having been up since three o'clock the 
fore noon, working all the time, men‘ally aud 
phiesicaily, I fult exhausted. aud weat to Dari 
son’e Hotel to take dinner and a short rest 
Bet«+en and iwo.o'clock in the afveragonu 
etarted tv reconpoiter the road: lading ou! 
of town ; to examine all the grounds abou‘ 
the town, aud see how the regnnents were lo- 
cated. Whire riding, ordered toe comp 
of the 87th Indiana to leave the lawa of Mr. 
and take quarters fp the Met 
Oburch and the raifroad depot, and per ai 
ted Col. Minalotzy of the to lo 
cate his compan'es iu the outbouses of resi 
dences, near Capt. Edzartous Datvery, leaving 
to his own judgement ana diacreting the ! 
thon of his men. I ordered Capt. Eigstoa 
have nis nen bivousc with the battery, oppo 
site Jones’ house. 

I returned from my reconnolssance io the 
niog, saw the wounded men of the 4:h Oho 
caveirg Urougtht io, and learced that some ro 
killed. I saw Col. Kennet’ tn the eveaing at 
the hotel, and he reported to me that betore 
our infaniry came to the place of the figat 
he bed fa'len back some three or foar ives; 
and during the time he was awaiting the in- 
fantry aed cannon, the enemy crossed El« 
river ou a ferry boat, biving some wagous 
throwp ioto the river and some men drowned. 
The tofentry, under Lieut. Col. Given, retara- 
ed to town next morning. ° 

The next moraing, tue 34 of May, I issued 
au order, that “ the regimenta! commanders, 
and tke commander of the b tery, wili 
that their mea are in the piaces assigned to 
teem. Strict Quirds mast be put over tox 
camps; no stragglers allowed; no | 
rions pérmitted. Toe commissivaed offic 
will be beld responsible for men’s disorders.” 
As the whole expedition was orlered 60 sad- 
denly that I had time to tate « brigade offf 
cer with me, I iesned this order iu my ova 
hand @ritieg, sodsent it te the com 
to read and to sign their names toit, waich 


was done. 
To sum up the above stated facts, aad the 
y of witnesses. tt is evideat that 
from the addresses of Gicn. Mitchel to the 
troops In Hunterville, and the statements of 
men of the Oal»; from the knowledyve 
that some chtizees of George 
son and Holliwgs tae revel cav- 
airy and fough* against our troops; that our 
cavalry sustained heavy los ia Oyghtiag 
with the rebele; thet the koapsacks ava 
beggage of the Oni were scattered and 
coucealed all tOwu; aad some 
of our men were burned Dy the rebels ios 
slow fire on the train at the Limestone Creek 
Bridge, dying « horrible death—»y these facts 
the troops were kept exc.ted duriug tac wavle 
of the firetday. I thst neitnor the 
Athens uor its infeentis 
citizems came out to ask ny protection, snd 
to oat to me the stores and pu lic 
buildings and institutions whica shodid 
guardec; that, On the coatrary, the citizous 
gathered In groaps on the corrers, aad when 
told by me to go Lome and attend to their 
business (meaning the trades anu other avoce 
tions of civil lite,) most of them did aot go to 
pot open or stay tm their stores on tue 
arivel of the troops; that they did sot make 
to me any complaints immodiate'y; that the 


and patrois could pot prevent a depu 


tion of citizens coming tO me to stute the 
situation of effales, ead tae depredations, if 
any were commit ©@; that the locatioa of tav 
troops ander my command was mate with 
proprie'y, in a military poiot of view; that 
the troops were sheltered in different balid- 
ings, om accountof pot haying their 
equipage with them ; that Lhe proper ve 
tion of thuse buildioge was lert by ais to tue 
judgment and diecretion savordiuate 
meoders, that «vertasked with my Duasiness 
I could not attend personally to tue inter. 

lice of every ot my command —lvaving 
t, as a matter of course, to the commanders 
of those par's; that the same mornieg I ayp- 
pointed a provost marshal aud provost 
guard, and the next morning issued 4 strict 
order to the commauders of the troops; chit 
nobody med to me abon' tie deprede- 
tions committed, aud that I could aot kaow 
the extent of those dep: ous; aad tha 
the richest stores in town, the Witnesses 
for prosecution stated toemselve~, ine uding 
that of Geo. Mason (who juiced the redel cav- 
airy and ht agamet us,) were not moles - 
ed, because their owners or partaers atteuded 
to their business, and appited thémselves for 
protection to the differeat officers of my com-

It ie true that some fivlds were destroyed, 
as Mr. Davids’ and Mr. Brooks’ and some 
seme fences were dostroged; but 
aJl that was inevitable aad the coasequence of 
military nec-ssity. 
Any one who kocws the way to defend a 
town would not have been surprised to see 


brick bu ding turned into a fort, pierced 
all th 


rough with loopholes and embrasures; 
the trees fo tront yards cut down, and wve.y 
street ba , & the circumstances were 
euch that the place could only de held by those 
means, What wae dove by me la a-wilitary 
point of view at Atnens, was done Ia accord- 
ance with military exigenciss under the then 
paesicg circumstances. 

A charge was brougut against me thet three 
svldiers of my command went seven wiles 
into the country, and eo mmi:ted a rape upon 
yellow girl of Mra. Higes’. 

he cave was reported to mat the time it 
b@d; the offender was fuuad, the case 
vestigated, the men identided by the girl, 
and he, with a written statement of facts, sent 
to the proyost marshal at Haateville, 
where were the headquar'ers of our division 
He was kept uoder arreet there some time, 
and efterward released. 

TLere were sowe instances of insu>ordina- 
tion, and other grave offeuses, and the 
wen who committed them remalaed a long 
Ume under arrest io their regimeats. Char 
were preferred agaiust them; but the diviston 
wee 60 scattered, and had so much of atrictly 
talltary duty to attend to, the offeaders 
were not brought before the general court 
martial, and remaining in the regiments, set a 
very bad ex«implo bet the hers, 

hese facts show that there {+ ano'her lack 
in the organization of ourarmy. We have no 
army provoet guard, corresponding to the 
corps ol gens d’armes in the European ariaies. 
We have po special police organization, waose 

feolar bueiness would consist la fading 
out or recelving from the different companies 
and regiments all offenders; ia lavestigatin 
all the circumstances under which their of- 
fenecs were committed, right eff, when the 
deeds ere yit fresh; In keeping prisovers uo- 
der strict guard, separately from their com- 
mands; in prosecut »g them thoroughly, aod 
in bringing them to punishment effectually. 

B-sides that, there are offenses of qaci a 
neture, that the mere committing them io 
trout of the enewy must be panished imme- 
diately; each as mautioy, strikiag saperior 
Officer, desertivn to the limes of the eaemy, 
esplopage, ond some others. Io other armies 
there existe, in time of war, a coart-marti, 
wheo offenses like the 
are committed ia froatiof the 
enemy. That cour: tries the man, pronounces 
aad executes that sentence in 
twerty-fuur hours. Our drum-head court 
marti.| corresponds in eome res to the 
European court martial; but is not on the 
statutes, anc, ic fact, dove not legally exist. 

All these defects in bringing offeaders 
quick'y to trial and punishment, work injari- 


- ously on the divcipline of the troops, and cre- 


utes indifference and dlegust in good sol tiers, 
who see the bad ones escape puvish neat, and 
at the same time ca*ta bad reputation upon 
the whole command which they belong ‘to. 

A very éericus cause predisposiag our so! 
diere to commit depredations consists ja the 
abecnce of pecunisry remuneration for prop- 
erty belonging to the en wy, and taken by our 
treo Io every wary, and in every army 
throughout the whole world, but tue Uaited 
Siaks army, prize money for booty tekea 
from tle ememy by the troop: is pald to 
those troop by the Goveroment. In the 
Unired Btates army all property captured 
from the enemy is turned over to the 
goversmesot, and the soldiers who took that 
property are not peeusiarily remanersted. 

This custom has been thoroughly discussed 
lo other coup'ries; and taking cousider- 
ation the propensities of buman nvare for 
gain, for various motives and uader any cir 
cumstances ; taking also into consideration 
the tnel,nidcant salary of soldiers, and their 
eteat rick of being crippled or killed, leaviag 
their faroiiies or relations sometimes ia a very 
destitute condivon—the questiun was 
in favor of the soldier. 

Ono the orgapization of the Uaited States 
army, almost eversthiag was taken from tae 
English army; out the rale adonted there for 
prize-money wae omitted. We know that 
during the war with M. xico, many of our so!- 
diers did pot behave themselves very virtu- 
vusly, and the question @ sat booty was 
ralsed. I will estate to the court the opinioa 
on that eubject of L. Scott, Luapeector- 
General, U. & A., taben from his Military Dice 
tiomary. saye: 

* The Oth articie for the goverament of the 
armies of the  aited Sta'es, provides that all 
public steres takew in Uhe eaemy's camps, 
works, turte or whether of ard.- 
lery, smmanition, @gthing, forage or 
jom-, be secured for the service of th: 
United & ates, for the lect of which th: 
commacding officer be responsible.’ 

uis article of war is borrowed from a corres- 
ponding Bri leb article, which directs thas tae 
same stores shall be seeured fur the kiag's 
service. But by proclamation, ia Great Bri 
tufm, the money value of al is javari- 
ably divided among th tors. No practice 
can be more wite and jast; for although it ts 
LO maraudiog aod pillage, 
it ie impossible to extirpate the desire of gain 
trom the heart; and it is therefore ne- 
ceseary that the jaw ehould fraakly provide 
for an equitadle distribudion of captures 
among the army. ‘{e absence of a la® of di- 
vielon tends to intronace into am army the 
greatest evils. Soictors disband themeelves 
search of pillage, aud toeir capidicy leads 
to the grea'«sthorrure. Tacse great evils ore 
avoided by legal division of booty, whee ali 
soldiers, animated by the bovye of savriag the 
fruits of victory, are carcfui uot to absadva to 
the greedy, the gowardiy and tne wicked 
themselves, advantages properly be- 
lungiug to the gallant victors.” 

Bucs is the opicion of U Scott on the sub- 
ject. Lie states that Wellington cleimed and 
received from his goverumevt more taan 
s'erling, for the capiares made by the 
Britieh Spain and France.
